2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant claims 
are allowable over the prior art of Saito et al. (US 6,217,166) in response to Applicant's 
arguments that the heating step in Saito et al. at a temperature of 40 G does not "cook" the 
coating or form PVOH-boric acid-PVOH bonds or a three-dimensional sieve or screen for 
holding ink pigment on the screen and facilitating penetration of ink carrier vehicle to the 
substrate for absorption by the substrate. In addition, it is noted that the prior art of Saito et al. 
comprises a paper substrate having a polyethylene layer thereon which would prevent 
penetration of the ink carrier vehicle to the absorbent paper substrate. Applicant's arguments on

page 17 are convincing that removing the polyethylene layer of Saito is contrary to Saito et al's 
teaching.
